MOTION  PICTURES 

The  Motion  Picture  Service,  Office  of  Information,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  pro- 
duces and  distributes  motion  pictures  on  subjects  with  which  the  Department  is  concerned. 
They  are  both  sound  and  silent  and  are  released  in  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  widths.  Films  in 
the  16  mm.  size  are  available  from  State  film  libraries  :  35  mm.  films  are  available  only 
from  Motion  Picture  Service.  They  are  lent  to  responsible  agencies  and  persons  or  may 
be  purchased  outright.  Prints  of  Department  films  may  be  obtained  from  76  cooperating 
film  libraries  in  the  48  States,  and  the  Territories  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

THE  CROP  THAT  NEVER  FAILS.  1  reel,  16  mm.,  sound,  black  and  white. 
Running  time,  8  minutes.  The  film  briefly  illustrates  the  principal  agricultural 
events  since  World  War  I  and  suggests  that  the  American  farmer  draw  a  lesson 
from  the  past  to  insure  security  for  himself  and  his  family.  The  story  opens 
with  views  of  foodstuffs  being  sent  overseas  and  distributed.  This  is  followed 
by  shots  of  the  bumper  crops  during  the  first  year  of  peace.  A  farm  family, 
enjoying  the  current  high  returns  of  agricultural  prosperity,  is  shown  planning 
for  the  postwar  years. 

A  typical  present  day  farmer  is  seen  contemplating  purchases  for  his  farm. 
He  examines  the  selling  features  of  new  equipment.  But  as  he  thinks  of  today's 
plans,  he  remembers  other  events  of  the  past.  The  picture  flashes  back  and  we 
see  that  the  American  farmer  has  not  always  been  as  prosp?rous  as  today.  That 
in  various  sections  of  the  United  States,  he  has  severely  suffered  from  the 
weather  and  unstable  economic  conditions. 

We  see  views  of  the  dust  storms  in  the  Southwest  in.  1936;  the  frequent 
menace  of  swarms  of  grasshoppers  ;  the  floods  in  Ohio,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee 
in  1937  ;  and  the  most  recent  drought  in  Arizona  in  July  of  this  year.  The  story 
recalls  the  unstable  agricultural  economic  conditions  following  World  War  I. 
The  high  prices  for  land  and  commodities,  at  that  time  are  graphically  illus- 
trated by  means  of  animation.  The  farm  auction  sales  which  featured  the 
depression  of  1933  and  1934  are  shown  with  footage  shot  at  that  time. 

With  these  past  events  as  a  reminder,  the  present-day  farmer  is  urged  to  buy 
wisely  and  only  what  he  really  needs  to  maintain  his  business  in  sound  operating 
condition.  A  strong  financial  reserve  is  stressed  as  being  equally  important  as 
keeping  the  land,  buildings,  equipment,  and  livestock  in  the  best  possible  con- 
dition. U.  S.  Treasury  Savings  Bonds  are  shown  as  the  best  type  of  financial 
reserve. '  The  story  closes  with  a  typical  American  f arm  family  looking  to  the 
future  with  confidence  and  the  feeling  of  security.
